Anderson in the chair 
Applications for the position of truant 
officer were read from Philip Shorts, 
Charles Pollard, Chas. P. Liam, D. iligloy, 
E. B. Perry. The council proceeded to 
name a truant officer by ballot. Three 
votes were takou and no majority obtained. 
Committee, on motibn, rose and reported 
progress. 

On motion Mr. Boyes was heard as to 
tho opening of a street near the dumping 
ground ami said it was necessary a street 
should be opened, as the present approach 
was usoleHS in wet weather and ho recom 
mended the opening of a street now partly 
opened which was over higfi ground. 

Tho clerk was, on motion, authorized 
to tuke the necessary step*, on request of 
the board of health, to open tho road. 

Mr. Shewell asked the privilege of 
transferring his butcher’s license to Mr. 
Loucks. Granted. 

Mr. Ellis was allowed to transfer his 
business to the market square.

meeting of council to return his roll 

Mr. Wickham appeared before tin 
council asking aid. Referred to poor and 
sanitary committee with powet 1 to act. 

Conn. Anderson called attention to the 
need of a crossing on Robert street, lie 
ferred to street committee with power to 
act. 

Courts. McAlister moved that tin* 
Granolithic company bo requested to con¬ 
struct the walk opposite the Robinson 
store, as security for payment was p 0 
vidod. Tho motion was seconded and car 
rind. 

Various accounts were ordered paid. 

The chief of police was ordered to see 
that the streets were not used for market 
purposes ami that voudors be asked to 
stand on the Bquarc. 

Council adjourned.

Air, Laurier, In n MnstyOlliiiirs Hpeccli 
Mays l.Utlr Hint Is New—llr Ims Homo- 
thing to May About Hlr < 1(11111 lluiinpsnn 
—Other Addresses. 

Nkwmahkkt, (Sejit. 0.—Farmer William 
Mulock of North \oik lias reason to con¬ 
gratulate himself on the success of the 
political lorefeast held tier*, yesterday. The 
reception tendered to Hw Wilfrid Laurier 
was one of the most magnificent allairs of 
the kind ever witnessed in Canada. 

Fully 4000 residents of North York and 
West Ontario took part in the demonstra¬ 
tion. There were no sideshows to distract 
the attention of the crowd, no noisy fakirs 
to disturb the speakers and none of the 
confusion and general cussedness which too 
often characterizes gatherings of this kind. 

Home capital anecdotes were told and the 
' crowd were kept in good humor, but there 
was an utter lack of enthusiasm. K**uii the 
Liberal leader received very few cheers. 

Whilo Mr. Laurier was speaking the sup¬ 
ports of the temporary platform which had 
Keen eresled broke and the cut ire party, 
including several ladies, were precipitated 
to the ground. No person was hurt, or 
even scared, howover. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier arrived at Aurora at 
9.50 on. the Northern. 

Although a largo delegation had as¬ 
sembled to moot the Opposition leader, not 
the faintest approach to u cheer greeted 
him whon ho stepped from the train and 
entered the carriage in waiting. A pro 
cession was then formed, liead.d by a 
mounted escort and the I'Jili Hittalion 
Hand, and tho party proceeded along Wel¬ 
lington, Yongo and Mosley-streets, which 
were handsomely decorated with streamer*, 
arches, bunting and Hugs, to the 
town park. 

Mr. H. W. Floury, Mayor of Aurora 
then read an address to Mr. Laurier, wel¬ 
coming him to tiie town and testifying to 
his worth. 

Mr. Laurier in reply said he was pleased 
to receive*an address from a council com¬ 
posed of both political parties. He respect¬ 
ed Sir John Thompson, but would rather 
tight the deuu C.» John Macdonald, who , 
was ever a generous opponent. Ho had 
noticed by tho address that, they wished 
him health and strength. The health and 
■t.mnrrlh ilmt. hn u-na RpeLintr u,.« nolilical 


tho Hritish flag floats in , Canada. 
I know this cry of -Kronen leader 
will liuvo no effect. This constituency 
elected one of my own race and cteod, Mr. 
Lufontaino. We stand upon broader ground 
than that—on the ground that we are all 
follow < 'anadians. Iconic hero in tho spirit 
ot Lifontaine when he came to you or to 
your fathers 50 years ago. Nay, more. I 
come here in the spirit of Confederation, 
becuuse if there is one thing more than 
another, it is that Confederation was mado 
to blend all those conflicting elements wc 
have in this country and to make one 
nation, one nationality of ail. [Cheers.] It 
was in this spirit the convention a#*Ottawa 
w'as held recently, where men from all the 
provinces met together, because they held 
in common tho principles for the guidance 
and government of this country. Though 
divided in origin we are yet unitod by the 
common brotherhood and common nation¬ 
ality. 

1 ne speaker denied that the country was 
.prosperous. The* Government says it is 
satisfied with the condition of Canada. Of 
course it is. The Government is always 
Hiitiftlled so long at it is in power. Sir John 
Thompson has just returned from Knglaud, 
where ho fulfilled an important mission— 
that of arbitrator on the Uohring Sea case. 
Tho first thing he said upon his arrival was 
that ho was highly satisfied with the 
award. True, his views were uot endorsed 
by the arbitrators, still he was highly satis¬ 
fied. He wanted tho zone reduced, lie 
wanted the close season changed and he 
wished sealers to bo allowed the use of fire¬ 
arms, and not one of his conten¬ 
tious was granted. Still ho was 
highly satisfied. So much satisfaction 
under so many rebuffs is an exhibition of 
Christian resignation not often met with 
in these evil times. I don't remember a 
singlo caso where tho precept, If you get 
smitten on the right check turn also tho 
left, is *o applicable. 

When Sir John Thompson gave his views 
tn-ftnc the commission he was sincere in 
those views, and in his judgment. If he 
believed he was in the right then hn be¬ 
lieved his colleagues were wrong. If ho 
had said ho was vexed at tho result we 
might have understood him -that is a 
frailly we aro all liable to. Hut Sir John 
looked at the matter from two aides. As 
judge he held one opinion, and finding bis 
pretensions untenable he then viewed the 
matter as a politician. If lie said he 
had been mistaken it would croato a bad 
impression. Ho ho put to his lips the lan- 

f nnge that was not in his heart. When 
.incoln was asked how he felt after his 
defeat by Douglas he replied: “Well, I feel 


vantages to the United States in return 
for othor advantages. It is simply slavery 
to suy wc shall not do thu best we con. 1 
am loyal to Eugland and I ain still more 
loyal to Canada ~^iot because I love Eng¬ 
land less, but because I love Canada 
more, and 1 say it is slavery to 
say wo must not do the best 
we can for ourselves should tho fact qf my 
being a Canadian British subject deprive 
me of doing the beet I can for Canada. 

There is Another question which at this 
moment is seriously affecting tho peace of 
some Conservative editors. I would not 
have spoken to-day on this question, but I 
have been challenged to speak on it. The 
Montreal Gazette, you kn»w, is a chief 
organ of the Government,ami day after day 
for the past two mouths they havo been 
after mu asking why does not Mr. laurier 
speak on the Manitoba school question. I 
will give you what The Mnntrcnl Gazette 
said on the subject in its issue of July 14, 
anil this * has been repeated again 
and again by all Conservative 
nowspaj era. This is how it reads: “Mr. 
Laurier keeps the secret.of his opinion on 
the Manitoba school ques^t'an securely 
locked up uudor his hat. Nothing can ap¬ 
parently induce him lo(taue the public into 
his confidence. Upon any other political 
subject ho will talk by tlie"hour aitd deliver 
opinions with refreshing candofy but upon 
the school question his views are-.-ither too 
sacro.i or too delicate for the public. Wo 
fear Mr. Laurier has a good deal Jof the 
coward in him." [A voice: “That/ good. ]” 
A good deal of the coward in him, and 1 
hear somebody say good. I don’t know 
whether he is a Conservative, but I 
presume ho is. Who aro tho men, 
I want to know, who hurl the 

stigma of cowardice at me? Who am the 
men who hear and do not fear the use of 
such a word ns this? Why, sir, the Gov¬ 
ernment and their organs. Thu men who 
had to deal with that question again and 
again and crept into every rat hole they 
could find. [Cheers.] The men from 

whom you could not extract an opinion 
even with % surgical operation. These are 
the men who accuse mo of want of courage 
because I did not xjwuk upon the 

Manitoba school question—these men 
who, having to deal with the 

question, referred it to tho aourts 
without giving au opinion. These are the 
men who themselves, in refusing to giyo an 
opinion, acted the parts of cowards. God 
helping mo, whenever I have an opiuion to 
give on a subject 1 will stand up and give 
it. But this scheme is too thin. I know 
too much to be caught by that little game.

health and strength, nnd ho hoped with the 
help of his Liberal friends and the sympathy 
of Conservatives to bo successful. In tho 
menntitne ho advised his friends to keep 
their powder dry. 

l)r. Coulter, on behalf of tho Aurora Re¬ 
form Association, then presented Mr. 
Lauricr with an address, in which they 
assured tho recipient that all ciicumstances 
indicated his call to power at an early date. 

Mr. Lauriersaid that this address was of 
a different character from thu other. It 
went at onco into tho political questions of 
tho day, therefore hu did not think ho 
would answer it at tho present time. Hu 
had a good many things to say which per¬ 
haps it would not be well to answer on 
these grounds. 

The procession was then re-formed and 
proceeded along Vongc-street and tho town 
line to Williams’ Drove, half a mile from 
this town. The procession was fully ono 
and a halt miles in length, nnd included 
large delegations from Ktouffville, Xohleton, 
King Citp, Lloydtown, Schoiiihcrg, Kettle- 
by, Holland Landing, Bradford, West 
Ciwillimbury, Sharon, Mount Albert, 
Queensvillo, Keswick, Bolhaven, Sutton, 
Peffcrlow, Brownhill. Among the hands in 
tho procession wero those of Newmarket, 
Aurora, Nobloton, Kettleby, Stouffville, 
Bond Head and Mount Albert. Farmers 
along the line of march had decorated 
their places, nnd Mr. Mulock's farmhouse 
was resplendent oven to tho rustic fenco 
and the lightning rods. 

On arrival at the grove Mayor Lloyd, on 
behalf of the Newmniket Council, presented 
Mr. Lauricr with un address, and Dr. 
Coulter, Vico-President of thu North York 
Reform Association, also read an address. 

President W. Cano of the North \prk 
Reform Association opened tho ball at ex¬ 
actly 1.30 o’clock. By that time 4IXK) 
people had assembled in front of the grand 
stand. 

In the course of a short address Mr. 
Cano stated thut everything good in legis¬ 
lation that this country hud enjoyed came 
from tho Reform party. Concluding ho 
said: “We have been weeping under the 
willows for 18 or 20 years. Como out, 
thero nye bettor times in view.' [Cheers.] 

Farmer Mulock prophesied that the Re¬ 
formers of Cunuda would never falter in 
their allegiance to Mr. Laurier until he hud 
been elected Premier. Tho industries of 
Canada are, as it were, wrapped up in a 
napkin to-day, and it is time thut a change 
of Government took place to sweep down 
the barriers. 

Mr. J. D. Edgar, M.P., said it was meet 
that West Ontario should hu tho first to 
welcome Mr. Lauricr in thin cam¬ 
paign, since the riding had onco 
elected a distinguished Frunch-Canadian, 
the late Mr. Lafontnine, Hu referred to 
th# Dominion Government as a patchwork 
quilt, with a patch of orange here and patch, 
of green there. Ho believed with Mr. 
Laurier that religion should not bu intro¬ 
duced into politics. Neither one nor tho 
other wus benefited thereby. 

Mr. K. J. Davis, M. L. A., put in a word 
for Sir Oliver 

Dr. Landerkin, M.P., followed with some 
nice things in reference to Farmer Mulock, 
and also told a alary or two npplicahlo to 
“the cradle of liberty and reform.” “There 
never was a time when constitutional re¬ 
form was needed so much in Cuuada as to¬ 
day,” said the doctor. 

Mr. LftfrUr'» Address. 

The leader of tho Opposition spoko for 90 
minutes. He said little that wus new, and 
his remarks wero Applauded ut rare inter¬ 
vals. After thanking the audienco for tho 
reception ho said that ho reulizod the 
honor was not being nuid to him personally, 
but to the mao who has tho honor of being 
the standard-bearer of tho Reform party in 
this Dominion. Continuing he said; 1 have 
hav# been referred to as an honest man. I 
have been reforred to in this way so often 
that 1 am becoming tired of hearing it. I 
am entitled to no praise for being an honest 
man. But 1 olaim to he what I am. Your 
representatives elected me as the standard- 
bearer of ths party. 1 did not seek 
the position. X did not ask for 
it. I would have been satisfied to 
serve as a private in the ranks 
For reasons tactical I should have preferred, 
you had chosen some one of British nation¬ 
ality and British blood. But above all we 
are Canadians. [Cheers.] Borne of the 
Tory party—not all of them, I know, but 
some of them—are attempting to make out 
that I am not a Canadian. Tho Hamilton 
Spectator taunts the Liberals in Canada 
with having a French leader. Your leader 
is a Canadian, I am bound to say, a Cana¬ 
dian first, last and always. [Cheers.] I 
am of French origin, and 1 am proud of try 
origin. But proud as I am of my origin I 
am prouder still ot being n Cana 
dia*. [Cheers.] My home is wherever 


like the boy with a sliver in his toe—too 
badly to laugh and too big to cry.” If Sir 
■^3luhn Thompson had said that he might 
have understood him. 

Speaking of the claim of the Government 
that the National l’olicy was the acme of 
perfection, he said there was ample evi¬ 
dence that the country was not as pros¬ 
perous ns it ought to he. The story ot the 
two hoys who feasted on melons and thought 
they were delicious until, when dayl ght 
came,they observed they wero pumpkins, w as 
introduced. The Government tell ns, said 
Mr. Lauricr, that wo are eating melons, 
but, gentlemen, it is pumpkins they are 
folding ns on. It is no use feeding us on 
words. People want something more sub¬ 
stantial. Our opponents tel) us they aro 
going to reform the X.l*. 

At thin singe there wan a crash, and thu 
platform, which was crowded with people, 
collapsed. The ground was only four or 
five Tret below. Mr. Laurier, when he felt 
the floor sinking, made a grab for the 
rafters, hut miasiql them and sank out of 
sight with his hands uplifted. There was 
no person hurt, however, and strange to 
say no confusion. The reporters loaned 
Mr. Laurier one of their tables, which was 
placed in front of the wrecked platform, 
mid standing upon this tho Opposition 
leader continued Ins address. 

' 4 wan saying, Mr. Chairman, when this 
mishap occurred, that tho N.P. cannot 
stand as it is. I take this as an omen that 
the Government is going to break down as 
this platform has broken down. They say 
the tariff must be reformed. Tho only 
question is as to how it must be reformed. 
The Conservatives say on the line of the 
N.P., we say on the line of freedom of 
trade. Those who claim to ha so loyal 
adopt their trudo policy from the United 
States. I, who also claim to bo loyal, but 
my loyalty dees not ooze out at my boots, 
say let us take our cue from Great Britain, 
i For many years we have to raiso our rev¬ 
enue, but even now I claim we can ro- 
form tho tariff with free trade 
us the ultimate goal, and only 
raise a revenue for the government of the 
country. Although I do not pretend to bo 
a prophet tho day is coining when free 
. trudo will ho tho policy u! this country, 
and when not a cent of taxes will be levied 
for the purposo of putting money in the 
pock ts of any class. This is the ground 
upon which I stand to-day, 

Mr. Laurier then charged tho Govern¬ 
ment with levying taxes not for tho purpose 
of revenue, hut to enrich a class, and 
instanced tho removal of the duty from raw 
sugar uml tho levying of a duty of live- 
eighths of a cent on refined sugar, by which 
'change t ho Government, he claimed, had 
placed $1*00,000 in tho pockots of the sugar 
refiners. 

The charge of The Montreal Gazette, that 
if hoots and shoes wore admitted free tho 
manufacturers would go out of business, he 
met wi'h the statement that in Quebeo tho 
proprietors of the 10 largest boot factories 
in t no Dominion were all Liberals and in 
favor of tariff reform. As to tho same 
pupci’u claim with respect to agricultural 
implement manufacturers, the presenco on 
tins platform of Mayor Fleury of Aurora 
whx a sufficient answer. 

Continuing, Mr. Laurier said the policy 
of freedom of trade could alono give the 
farmer the full benefit of his work. He 
claimed that there was not a singlo farm 
in this Province which could soil 
at within 25 per cent, of what it 
did in 1889. Wo ure told by tho 
Conservatives that they aro going to reform 
the tariff, but they intend to reform it in 
the line of protection. I will not be satis¬ 
fied till every vestige ot protection disap- 
pens from Canada. When that will be I uo 
not profess to know. But that is ono of the 
plnuKH of the Liberal platform. 

Referring to the claim of the Government 
that it is in favor of reciprocity with the 
Cui »‘d .States in natural products the 
speaker charged his opponents with insin¬ 
cerity, nnd-claimed that they could have 
secured such reciprocity had they boon 
willing to include certain manufactured 
»itides. It was contended that to do this 
won (1 injure manufacturers. “I don’t 
admit < his,” said the speaker, “but it is true 
that a choice would have to bo made be¬ 
tween tho fai mer and the manufacturer— 
then I prefer the farmer. I stand 
by tho farmers of Canada. I do 
not come here as a dema¬ 
gog to Hatter your passions. ] speak 
this way because the farmers represent 75 
p-r cent, of the population and the farmers 
an* the basis of every country. We can 
live without the manufacturer, we can live 
without the doctor aud perhaps without 
the lawyer, but certainly not without the 
fanner. What I say in the country I will 
•ay in the city. 

We aro charged with being disloyal be¬ 
cause we advocate giving certain ad 


ii i speax i win ne impaled riinev in un- 
tarifror Quebec. But I am too\old a bird 
to bo caught in this way. If the Question 
ever comes before Parliament I frill have 
no hesitation in giving my opinion, as 1 did 
before when it came. I then said if the 
allegations sn the petition were true that 
the schools were not public but Proteetant, 
that Catholics wero forced to send 
their children to them, I said it 
was an act of tyranny, and - the 
Government should investigate and eve if 
tho petition were true. But the Govern¬ 
ment would not express an opinion. 1 say 
tho petition was not sent to me. Let The 
Guzulto look to Government, to whom 
the petitions wero sent. 

I have been asked when will we have the 
elections, and what will be the result^ I am 
not in the coiifidi-nco of thu gods, but it ie 
stated in Scripture that death cornea like a 
thief. The Government will cemo like a 
thief, hut when they do come I will do my 
bext to have justice triumph this time. 

Tiiis question wae handed to Mr. Laurier: 

In caso Ontario.'Votes in favor oi prohibi¬ 
tion on the plebiscite what action will you 
take on tho quoetion? 

lu reply. Mr. Laurier said the Liberal# 
in their platform hud already decided to 
take a plebiscite und, concluded the 
speaker, “of course if it is tho will of the 
people the people will have their willj.” 

Mr. John Charlton, M.P., assured bis 
hearers that, although not British-born, 
Wilfrid laurier filled the bill—he would 
suit everybody. He then told his famous 
bull-pup story, and blamed tho low prices 
of gruin on the National Policy. To* attain 
the prosperity of tho Mackenzie regime the 
tolls had to ho taken off the murkets of 
tho great country to the south of us. 
Speaking of Mr. Bow oil's visit to Australia, 
the speaker ridiculed the idea of sending a 
men to a country the trade with which 
could not bo increased a million dollars in 
seven centuries. 

Mr. James McMullen, M. P. for North 
Wellington, said he could pr inise if Mr. 
Laurior ever became premier he would uot 
have a Laogevin in his cabinet to roh it of 
$10,000 to distribute among his relatives; 
he would not have a Caron to rob tl«e trea¬ 
sury and divide the spoils among his con¬ 
stituents. If ever a country needed an hon¬ 
est Government, God knows Canada does to¬ 
day. “The Tory party have been squirm¬ 
ing and wiggling and twisting like tho 
fisherman's eel,” said Mr. McMullen, “but 
by the powers they are cooked—and they 
cooked themselves/' 

Hon. A. S. Hardy,w ho said ho only came 
to listen, remarked that there was ne coun¬ 
ty on earth equal to the County of York, 
and Mr. Laurier was the peri of ull illus- 
tiious predecessors who hud shed lustre in 
the past in Canada. [Cheers.] Mr. Hardy 
then entered into a defence of Kir Oliver's 
Government, aud stated that the only 
charge made against the Government was 
that one of their officials ate too many eggs. 

Mr. James Sutherland, M.P., proposed 
three clieerr*for the Queen and Mr. Laurier 
and the audience dispersed.

LONDON, Sept. 0.—In the Houso of Com¬ 
mons last night Mr. Gladstone moved a 
resolution to give the Government the 
wholo time of the Hous^for the rest of the 
session, to suspend the 12 o’clock rule mid 
to appoint Saturday sittings. After dchute 
the resolution was adopted under closure. 

In making tho motion the Prime Minister 
announced that the Government hoped only 
to be able to dad w ith the Ktnplnycrs’ Lia¬ 
bility and Parish Council bilk at iho 
autumn session. He said he would not 
deny that the resolution was a stiingvnt 
one, but the case was one of urgent neces¬ 
sity. The autumn session, he added,would 
bo exempted from the suspension of 
the 12 o’clock rule. 

Mr. Balfour protested that nn autumn 
session would overburden the legislative 
machine. He hoped (ho resolution would 
be modified so as to limit tho Saturday sit¬ 
tings to the time devoted to the Supply 
bill. 

Sir Charles Dilke expressed strong ap¬ 
proval of tho Government’s policy. 

Mr. Chamberlain warned the Government 
that its opponents would be compelled to 
follow its example in the future. 

Sir William Vernon Hurcourt, Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, announced that it was 
not tho intention of the Government to use 
the Saturduy sittings as an ordinary in- ! 
strument for the transaction of busmens. j 

Mr. Sexton promised the Government 
Iho utmost assistance of his pally for the j 
carrying out of ttie autumn program.

SUSPICIOUS DEATH AT ORILLIA. 

An Indian TIimi&M to Hnvo Horn Mur¬ 
dered und flubbed, 

OniLMA, Sept. 0.—The body of Ephraim 
ftaudios, an Indian from Georgina reserve, 
was found lying alongside the railway track, 
a short distanco from Ruma, on Humlav 
morning. A bullet hole in tho forehead, 
and the fact that there was no money on 
bis body, leads to the suspicion that he was 
deliberately murdered. 

Karly Sunday morning his body was 
found by the side of the railway track, near 
Rama orossing, about one mile from tho 
camp ground. It was at first thought that 
he had been struck by the north-bound 
train Examination brought out the fact 
that 'the dead man had sustained a num¬ 
ber of bruises or injuries including a deep 
wound in the head, such as might bo nmde 
by a pistol shot. 

The Indian agent, D. J. McPhfce, who 
was seen about the matter, said he was 
quite convinced that the unfortunate man 
had met with foul play. 

Several members of the band disclaim all 
idea of murder and foul play and assert 
that the decased was under the influence of 
liquor, and that the injuries lie sustained 
were sufficient to enuso death.

The 
loyalty t;f the Mohawks to the Altar and the 
Throne wero frequently dwelt upou by the 
various speakers present. A large dele 
gation groin Belleville came down in Mr. 
Corby's yacht and thoroughly enjoyed the 
day's proceedings.
